During his years at the post office 
he served under soven postmasters 
and began his service when the post 
office was located on York street. 
Back In the days when he was a 
carrier there were three deliveries 
a day. and, he recalled, there were 
no such things as a 40-hour week 
or an eight hour day. 
Alter about 2 1; years as a car­ 
rier Snyder was recalled in by Post­ 
master Charles Duncan who asked 
him to transfer back to the office 
as a clerk After conferring with his 
wife. he decided to return to the 
post office where he has remained 
serving at the mailing rase, and the 
general delivery and stamp windows 
since that time 
The oldest active member of the 
UNAPOC in Gettysburg, he recalls 
vividly his first trip to a national 
convention of the organization 
It 
was in Buffalo, N 
Y , and while 
there he was stricken with appendi­ 
citis. 
Some Lxriting Moments 
In 1933. Mr and Mrs Snyder at­

At one time he had to report 
to work at 4 30 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing to get the mail ready for a 
train that left at 5 45. One morn­ 
ing he entered the post office to 
find the vault door open and horse 
blankets hanging down about the 
vault.
